WASHINGTON 
(AP) — An 
explosive labor battle with a 
short fuse is sizzling in the 
wings of the new Congress. 
The fight is expected to flare 
up soon after Congress meets in 
January. It could be the hottest 
labor battle since the 1959 Con­ 
gress cracked down on union 
racketeering with the Landrum- 
Griffin Act. 
The 
issue is simple. Or­ 
ganized labor wants to repeal 
one short paragraph in federal 
labor law that directly affects 
every union 
in America and 
about one-third of the nation's 
approximately 70 million work­ 
ers. 
The paragraph — Sectionl4B 
of the 1947 Taft-Hartley Act — 
permits states to outlaw union 
shop 
labor contracts under 
which every worker must join 
the union. Twenty states have 
outlawed them. ITiey are legal 
in the 30 other states. 
Jubilant labor leaders have 
been waiting 18 years for the 
fight time to light the fuse in 
Congress to wipe out the 20 
state 
“ right-to-work" 
laws. 
They’re in no mood to wait. 
They think the hefty new Demo­ 
cratic majority makes repeal of 
14B a cinch. 
George Meany, president of 
the 13 • million • member AFL- 
CIO, has tagged it labor’s No. 1 
goal in Congress in 1965. Even 
unions that don't get along with 
the big federation agree. 
Labor spokesmen predict a 
fast, short, hot fight in which 
“ we expect to be victorious.'* 
Opponents are led by the Na­ 
tional Right-to-Work Commit­ 
tee. Even before union leaders 
made their move, the commit­ 
tee said: “ The hierarchy of or­ 
ganized labor is trying to take a 
giant step toward their admitted 
goal of forcing every employed 
person in the nation to pay a 
union boss for the privilege of 
working.'' 
The committee is also talking 
about court action if labor wins. 
In pressing for repeal, labor 
will be trying to collect on a 
four-year-old Democratic cam­ 
paign promise. It was written 
into the Democratic platform in 
1960 as well as 1964, but until 
now labor didn’t have the politi­ 
cal muscle in the House to force 
the issue. 
What makes labor so confi­ 
dent is that the new Congress 
will have a majority of labor- 
backed members in the House 
for the first time.

LAS VEGAS, Nev. AP - 
Wreckage of a propjet air­ 
liner which disappeared in a 
swirling snowstorm Sunday 
night with 28 persons aboard 
was sighted shortly after 
dawn today on a mountain 
peak about 16 miles south­ 
west of here, searchers re ­ 
ported. 
LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP)— A 
propjet airliner with 28 persons 
aboard 
disappeared 
Sunday 
night in a desert snowstorm 
south of Las Vegas. An airline 
official said, “ We must assume 
the plane is down.” 
A motorist told sheriff's offi­ 
cers he saw the twin-engine 
plane skimming the ground on a 
whirl of snow eight miles south 
of the city. 
The Fairchild F27, Bonanza 
Airline's Flight 114 from Phoe­ 
nix, Arix., was three minutes 
from a landing at McCarran 
Field when it vanished from the 
radar screen at 8:27 p.m. 
Ibe plane was heading north­ 
east, dropping down into the 
mountain-rimmed 
Las Vegas - 
valley for an instrument land­ 
ing. 
Sheriff's officers said Bob 
Baker, a Las Vegas man, told 
them: “ I was driving on High­ 
way 91 between 8 and 8:30 p.m. 
when I saw a Bonanza plane, 70 
to 100 feet off the ground, head­ 
ing southeast. There were no 
landing lights on. One landing 
gear was down.” 
Baker's location was about 
where the plane was last sight­ 
ed on radar but his sighting 
gave the plane a different direc­ 
tion: south instead of north. 
Sheriffs jeeps and squad cars 
gathered on Highway 91 — the 
road between Los Angeles and 
Las Vegas — near the railroad- 
siding 
settlement of Arden, 
where Baker said he had seen 
the plane. 
The season's first snow was 
falling heavily as the search 
was 
launched. Soon a f t e r 
the F27 disappeared McCarran 
Field was closed to traffic. An­ 
other Bonanza 
plane, Flight 
104, landed north of the city at 
Nellis Air Force Base. 
Six to eight inches of snow 
covered the open desert country 
near Arden, and higher drifts 
stalled 
many 
rescue - party 
cars. 
The highway and the railroad 
run through the bottom of the 4,- 
500-foot-high valley, which is 
within sight of the neon glow of 
the Las Vegas strip to the north. 
Most of the valley is open coun­ 
try where a plane could possibly 
survive a forced landing. 
Not many miles away on the 
east and west are mountains. 
On the west, in the Clark Moun­ 
tains, slopes climb steeply to 8,- 
504-foot Potosi Mountain. To 
the east foothills rise to 5,000- 
foot heights. 
Bonanza officials hoped at 
first the plane might have been __ 
flown to another field after its 
pilot somehow lost radio com­ 
munications. The plane carried 
enough fuel to keep it aloft until 
11 p.m. 
Soon after that Myron Reyn­ 
olds, Bonanza's vice president 
in charge of operations, told 
newsmen: “ ITie fuel point has 
been passed.

Colonel Hugh H. Waggoner, 
Superintendent of the Missouri 
Highway Patrol, says the Patrol 
will conduct an Adult Driver 
Improvement School in Jeffer­ 
son City on December 8, 1964, 
as a pilot 
study for a long 
range driver improvement pro­ 
gram which will be activated 
state-wide early in 1965. 
Colonel Waggoner said that 
during 1964 Patrol research 
and studies began indicating 
an 
increased incompatibility 
between the growing use of the 
motor vehicle and the bad driv­ 
ing of untrained drivers. 
“ It hasn’t been many years 
ago,” Colonel Waggoner said, 
“ when a driver could make a 
great many driving errors be­ 
fore the coincidence of other 
vehicles would create the in­ 
evitable accident situation.

congestion on our highways, it 
is becoming more and more 
difficult to escape involvement 
in an accident when driving 
errors are made. 
“ Although violations of traffic 
laws are indicated in nearly all 
traffic accidents, we believe 
that many times they are not 
willful, but result from the 
driver not knowing what is re­ 
quired by the law.

The Patrol Driver Improve­ 
ment School is designed to pro­ 
vide a “ streamlined” program 
of instruction and aids for 
drivers who wish to improve 
their driving ability. 
The pilot school is a three

course. Lieutenant F. W. Shad- 
well of the Highway Patrol’s 
Public Information and Educa­ 
tion Section, says other schools 
of this nature are in the planning 
stage and will be developed as 
the need for shorter and longer 
courses are determined. 
Colonel Waggoner explained 
that the Adult Driver Improve­ 
ment Schools would be pre­ 
sented by the Patrol’s safety 
officers.

the tabulations for the first 
three quarters o? the year, or 
a total of 42,288 respondents. 
However, the figures do not 
indicate the true picture, inas­ 
much as the question was ans­ 
wered in all 50 states, regard­ 
less of whether such a tax was 
imposed locally.

UNFAIR TAXES 
Now that the election is out 
of the way, Congressmen and 
Senators old and new, will be 
listening to their constituents 
about what kinds of legislation 
they should hammer together 
in the two years to come. 
Nothing is closer to the hearts 
of constituencies 
than taxes, 
which must be paid by every 
taxpayer as his prime obliga­ 
tion over the damands of all 
creditors and even the needs 
of his own family. 
The whole tax system of the * 
nation now is open to change. 
The last Congress drastically 
reduced income tax rates under 
a philosophy that there can be 
more revenue from lower rates 
when it becomes evident that 
the rates themselves are slow­ 
ing down economic activity. 
And also during the last ses­ 
sion Congress began a review 
of excise tax rates, many of 
which were placed on specific 
items in wartime for the main 
purpose of discouraging people - 
from buying or using them. 


The result has been that cer­ 
tain industries have been un­ 
naturally kept from their full 
potential during peacetime, and 
Congress will be wise to change 
this. 
There is another area of taxa­ 
tion which needs attention, and 
that is the double taxation of 
corporation incomes. Perhaps, 
once upon a time, corporations 
were the property of the coun­ 
try’s fat cats, but no longer. 
About 13 million Americans 
have invested their savings in 
stocks, and most of these are 
people oi modest means. The 
rest of us depend on corporate 
dividends to make our insurance 
policies grow in value, to keep 
tuition fees down in endowed 
colleges, to keep medical bills 
as low as possible in endowed 
hospitals, and in many other 
ways. 
When a 
corporation earns 
money, it is taxed. Then the 
same money is taxed again as 
dividends 
when 
the share­ 
holders get it. In this way, 
the taxes on dividend income 
nearly always exceed half the 
earnings 
by 
a considerable 
amount. 
No 
other 
income is taxed 
twice like that. 
Congress should begin a study 
of this double taxation, which is 
not only unfair but a hindrance 
to the growth of the economy.

WASHINGTON — Sen. Dick 
Russell of Georgia, the sedate 
southern solon, took a junket 
to Europe last month which 
may have major political re­ 
verberations. 
Officially Russell was inspect­ 
ing U. S. military bases in west­ 
ern Europe, which as chair­ 
man of the Senate Armed Ser­ 
vices Committee, he has a right 
to do, though these bases have 
been inspected repeatedly both 
by Defense Department officials 
and other visiting congressmen 
in the past. 
Unofficially 
and more im­ 
portant, however, the Russeli 
trip was made just at the time 
his old friend Lyndon Johnson 
was pleading desperately for 
southern votes and especially 
trying to carry the state of 
Georgia. The President even 
sent his wife on a whistle-stop 
tour through Georgia. 


However, the most powerful 
politician in Georgia was ab­ 
sent, touring 
Europe at the 
taxpayers’ expense. 
He planned his trip with ex­ 
pert timing, just when his ab­ 
sence from the political scene 
would count most. On Oct. 14, 
a few days after Lady Bird had 
pleaded for votes in Georgia, 
Russell flew to 
Frankfurt, 
Germany, 
then on to Wies­ 
baden, then caught a train to 
Heidelberg, then proceeded by 
train to Bad Tolz, Germany. 
From there, the Senator from 
Georgia was driven by Army 
sedan to Vienna, arriving on 
Oct. 
17. He remained through 
Oct. 
18. Just why the Senator 
went to Vienna is not known, 
because there hasn’t be^n a 
single U. S. soldier in or around 
Vienna for a dozen years. The 
famous Vienna opera ls there, 
of course, plus the intriguing 
Viennese Coffee Houses.

This ls also why, as Presi­ 
dent, Johnson has frequently 
deferred to Russell, why he 
accepted Russell’s very bad 
advice on the Panamanian crisis 
last December, advice which 
deadlocked the dispute for three 
months. 
So when Russell walked out on

gram which will be activated 
state-wide early in 1965. 
Colonel Waggoner said that 
during 1964 Patrol research 
and studies began indicating

increased 
incompatibility 
between the growing use of the 
motor vehicle and the bad driv­ 
ing of untrained drivers. 
“ It hasn’t been many years 
ago,” Colonel Waggoner said,

UNFAIR TAXES 
Now that the election is out 
of the way, Congressmen and 
Senators old and new, will be 
listening to their constituents 
about what kinds of legislation 
they should hammer together 
in the two years to come. 
Nothing is closer to the hearts 
of constituencies 
than taxes, 
which must be paid by every 
taxpayer as his prime obliga­ 
tion over the damands of all 
creditors and even the needs 
of his own family. 
The whole tax system of the * 
nation now is open to change. 
The last Congress drastically 
reduced income tax rates under 
a philosophy that there can be 
more revenue from lower rates 
when it becomes evident that 
the rates themselves are slow­ 
ing down economic activity. 
And also during the last ses­ 
sion Congress began a review 
of excise tax rates, many of 
which were placed on specific 
items in wartime for the main 
purpose of discouraging people. 
from buying or using them. 


The result has been that cer­ 
tain Industries have been un­ 
naturally kept from their full 
potential during peacetime, and 
Congress will be wise to change 
this. 
There is another area of taxa­ 
tion which needs attention, and 
that is the double taxation of 
corporation incomes. Perhaps, 
once upon a time, corporations 
were the property of the coun­ 
try’s fat cats, but no longer. 
About 13 million Americans 
have invested their savings in 
stocks, and most of these are 
people of modest means. The 
rest of us depend on corporate 
dividends to make our insurance 
policies grow in value, to keep 
tuition fees down in endowed 
colleges, to keep medical bills 
as low as possible in endowed 
hospitals, 
and In many other 
ways. 
When a 
corporation earns 
money, it is taxed. Then the 
same money is taxed again as 
dividends 
when 
the share­ 
holders get it. In this way, 
the taxes on dividend income 
nearly always exceed half the 
earnings 
by 
a considerable 
amount. 
No 
other 
income is taxed 
twice like that. 
Congress should begin a study 
of this double taxation, which is 
not only unfair but a hindrance 
to the growth of the economy.

WASHINGTON — 
Sen. Dick 
Russell of Georgia, the sedate 
southern solon, took a junket 
to Europe last month which 
may have major political re ­ 
verberations. 
Officially Russell was inspect­ 
ing U. S. military bases in west­ 
ern Europe, which as chair­ 
man of the Senate Armed Ser­ 
vices Committee, he has a right 
to do, though these bases have 
been inspected repeatedly both 
by Defense Department officials 
and other visiting congressmen 
in the past. 
Unofficially 
and 
more im­ 
portant, however, the Russell 
trip was made just at the time 
his old friend Lyndon Johnson 
was pleading desperately for 
southern votes and especially 
trying to carry the state of 
Georgia. The President even 
sent his wife on a whistle-stop 
tour through Georgia. 


However, the most powerful 
politician in Georgia was ab­ 
sent, touring Europe at the 
taxpayers' expense. 
He planned his trip with ex­ 
pert timing, just when his ab­ 
sence from the political scene 
would count most. On Oct. 14, 
a few days after Lady Bird had 
pleaded for votes in Georgia, 
Russell 
flew to 
Frankfurt, 
Germany, 
then on to Wies­ 
baden, then caught a train to 
Heidelberg, then proceeded by 
train to Bad Tolz, Germany. 
From there, the Senator from 
Georgia was driven by Army 
sedan to Vienna, arriving on 
Oct. 17. He remained through 
Oct. 18. Just why the Senator 
went to Vienna is not known, 
because there hasn’t beui a 
single U. S. soldier in or around 
Vienna for a dozen years. The 
famous Vienna opera is there, 
of course, plus the intriguing 
Viennese Coffee Houses. But 
that was about all the Senator 
could inspect. 
--TOURING OUT 
THE ELECTION— 


Sen. Russell caught the train 
to Venice, Italy, on Oct. 19, 
arriving at 6 p.m. and pulling 
out for Verona, Italy, at 10 
p.m. in this city, which Shake­ 
speare made famous with his 
play “ The Two Gentlemen Of 
Verona,” 
Sen. 
Russell in­ 
spected one U. S. base. 
On Oct. 20, Russell flew by 
U. S. Air Force plane to Athens, 
Greece, from which most of our 
troops have long been removed, 
but which is a lovely tourist 
spot. Then on Oct. 23, he flew, 
again by military plane, to Nice 
on the southern coast of France, 
for more inspections, leaving 
the next day for Seville, the

military maneuvers. 
The Senator remained in Se­ 
ville until Oct. 28, at which 
time he drove in a rented car 
to Lisbon, Portugal, and on Oct.

Repeatedly, as Senate Majority 
Leader, Johnson deferred to 
Russell. Repeatedly, at Rus­ 
sell’s advice or request, John­ 
son appointed southern Senators 
to positions of power, thereby 
incurring the wrath and re ­ 
sentment of northern Demo­ 
crats. 


This is also why, as P resi­ 
dent, Johnson has frequently 
deferred to Russell, why he 
accepted Russell’s very bad 
advice on the Panamanian crisis 
last December, advice which 
deadlocked the dispute for three 
months. 
So when Russell walked out on 
his old friend last month and 
went junketing in Europe at a 
time when Johnson had sent his 
wife 
to plead for 
votes In 
Georgia and when he himself 
made some last minute appeals 
to stem the Goldwater tide, it 
wiped out an old debt. If Rus­ 
sell had remained, if he had 
made one speech for Johnson 
in Georgia, it would have turned 
the tide. Georgia probably would 
have gone Democratic. Instead 
it went Republican for the first 
time in post-Civil War history. 
Friends of the President say 
this was a great blessing, that 
Dick Russell did LBJ a great 
favor. For no longer need he 
feel obligated to the man who 
has so strongly influenced him 
in the past. 


Entertainment Union Leaders 
of Free Lands Unite For Glo­ 
bal War on Communists 
New York: — On the 19th 
floor of a midtown skyscrap­ 
er here the other day world 
communism 
l o s t a minor 
skirmish and a major battle. 
The tiny fray concerned two 
Russian jazz musicians, Boris 
Midney, saxophonist, and Igor 
Berukshtis, bass player, who 
had defected in Tokyo from the 
Soviet Estrada orchestra. They 
eluded 
the 
UJSJ3.R. 
secret 
police and on Nov. 5 turned up 
in the headquarters of the A m er-" 
ican Federation of Musicians 
(AFM) here, a union which of­ 
ficially bans Communists. 
But the musical duo had re­ 
nounced Marxism and applied 
for UJ5. citizenship. Now they 
will play the freedom circuit 
as AFM members. 
What happened to the saxo­ 
phonist and the bass fiddler in 
microcosm reflected the aspir­ 
ations of a number of men who, 
on the same day, in the same 
headquarters, declared global 
war on the Sino^Joviet propa­ 
ganda apparatus. This simple 
opening of hostilities was, in 
effect, the battle lost by the 
united Communists of 
t h e 
world. 
Now the leaders of the en­ 
tertainment unions of the free 
world are 
united for the first 
time on an international front. 
Under the chairmanship of 
AFM president Herman Kenin, 
who no longer needs to be de- 
scribed as Jimmie Petrillo's 
successor, leaders of free un­ 
ions of many lands met as an 
organizing team. 
ITiey prepared for a formal 
session in Brussels in March 
1965, when they will officially 
launch the first global enter­ 
tainment union. It will exclude 
Communists 
and Communist 
unions now operating in Iron 
Curtain lands and Yugoslavia. 
Furtherm ore, it will also ex­ 
clude any free nation union 
which has any relations w i t h 
Communist unions. 
Thus, for the first time the 
Sino • Soviet bloc propagandists 
and their fellow traveling ac­ 
tors, w riters, producers, TV 
people, cameramen and tech­ 
nicians, who have great influ­ 
ence in British, French, Ital- 
ian and Asian entertainment 
production — and who have 
been blackballing and persecut­ 
ing known anti-Communists — 
will be up against tough compe­ 
tition. 
It is not the purpose of the 
Kenin preparatory committee 
to be solely antl-Communist. 
It has other objectives in this 
space age era of magical in­ 
stant entertainment. But such 
men as Kenin, Dick Walsh, 
president of the stage hands 
alliance, 
T. L. Uttlewood, 
chairman of the British Assn. 
of Broadcasting Staffs, a n d 


Irving Brown, the whirlwlndish 
International Confederation of 
Free Trade Unions' Represen­ 
tative to the U.N., realize the 
clanger of communist influence 
in this day of giw^lbroadcasts. 
Through Tel star, actors and 
other personalities will be seen 
Instantaneously by as many as 
200 
million 
people. 
Such 
“ stars” can become powerful 
propaganda weapons for t h e 
“ side” they support. 
Back in June 1953, Irving 
Brown rushed the late Gary 
Cooper to a postal workers* 
1 mass meeting in West Berlin 
right after the East German 
anti-Communist 
riots there. 
The man of High Noon spoke. 
His words 
were broadcast. 
Workers on both sides cheered 
him in that day before the wall. 
Rarely has the democratic 
side had such successes. But 
the Communists use their stars 
and musicians and artists ef­ 
fectively across the world. 
Now the Kenin group will be 
in a position to neutralize So­ 
viet pressure on artists of any 
kind. The new global federation 
of free trade unions in the en­ 
tertainment industry will soon 
be fighting Communist threats 
to those 
stars, cameramen, 
w riters and technicians who re­ 
fuse to serve the Slno-Soviet 
propaganda network. 
This 
new free 
federation 
(world secretariat) will thus be 
able to isolate the Communists 
and prevent infiltration of the 
legitimate field. 
“ We* re not opposed to Ben­ 
ny Goodman going to Russia 
with his combination,” Kenin 
said. “ We’re not censors, but 
we don’t want the free world 
to be censored or the great 
new mechanisms to be exploited 
by any total force. 
“ We have economic prob­ 
lems, too. A man playing in New 
York, Moscow or Tokyo can be 
seen and heard across the world 
at the same tim e. In Tokyo he 
may be playing for pennies, In 
Moscow for nothing, while our 
wages are good. We can be 
dragged down. Prim e time can 
be taken by events ten thousand 
miles away or by a musician 
earning one-tenth of what our 
own receive.” 
Thus there will be global col* 
lective bargaining 
— world 
wide unionism. The 
stronger 
unions such as those in the UJS, 
or England will stand side-by- 
side with those of Asia and 
Africa so wages can be raised 
there and UJS. standards main­ 
tained here. 
This is already in operation 
south of the border through 
the Western Hemisphere Inter* 
American Entertainment Work­ 
e rs Confederation headquar­ 
tered in 
Mexico City. Dick 
Walsh heads this regional of­ 
fice. 
Now the battle moves onto a 
world stage.

J. F. (Pat) Patterson Had 
Key Role in Bridge Site 
Bootheel Beat 
By MAX STURM ^ 
Because of limited time, the 
complete story of how the pro­ 
posed bridge across the Mis­ 
sissippi River near Caruthers- 
ville finally received inclusion 
in the Interstate Highway Sy­ 
stem program, 
assuring its 
construction, after all other ef­ 
forts had failed, was not brought 
out in talks at the Appreciation 
Day celebration in Caruthers- 
ville. 
This information was given in 
detail in a booklet titled “ His­ 
tory of the Tennessee-Missouri 
Bridge Commission,“ prepared 
by J. F. Patterson, secretary 
of the commission since its 
organization. A copy of the 
booklet was placed at each plate 
at the Appreciation Day dinner, 
attended by 600 people. Because 
of the importance of the bridge 
project to this region, parts of 
this booklet should be amplified 
so that additional Bootheel resi­ 
dents may have the information. 
Why wasn’t it possible to get 
the bridge built several years 
ago after a plan was finally 
developed with which it could 
be built, with the cooperation of 
state and federal agencies, and 
operated as a toll bridge? Pat­ 
terson’s booklet answers that 
question: 
“ . . .This seemed to assure us 
of adequate financing for the 
bridge. We appeared before the 
Missouri Highway Commission 
the next week and secured from 
them the assurance that they 
would enter into such an agree­ 
ment provided we secured the 
same assurance from Tennes­ 
see. We had a meeting of the 
Bridge Commission two days 
later and requested Tennessee 
me inters of the Bridge Com­ 
mission to secure an audience 
before the highway commis­ 
sioner and governor of Tennes- 
; see, but the project was turned 
* down by Tennessee members of 
: the Bridge Commission who re- 
* fused to accept the site which 
t had teen approved. 
; 
“ Only one of five members

: from Tennessee voted for our 
: proposal. . .We, therefore, were 
: not able to secure adoption of 
: this proposed financing plan. 
: This was the beginning of plans

After this setback, it appeared 
that the 
bridge commission 
would be unable to get the 
project under construction on 
its ow’n, and that is when the 
possibility of having it included 
in the Interstate Highway Sy­ 
stem began to be explored. 
The bridge commission had 
supported Sen. Albert Gore of 
Tennessee 
in 
his efforts to 
secure an additional 2,500 miles 
of Interstate highway over the 
original 40,000 miles of the pro­ 
gram, but this resulted in only 
1,000 miles being added. While 
chances appeared slim of hav­ 
ing any part of this extra mile­ 
age assigned to linking original­ 
ly programed interstate high­ 
ways in eastern Missouri and 
western 
Tennessee 
with 
a 
bridge across the river near 
Caruthersville, an application 
was filed anyway with the feder­ 
al interstate highway agency 
in Washington, headed by Rex 
Whitton, former chief engineer 
of the Missouri Highway 
De­ 
partment. This had the approval 
of the highway commissioner of 
Tennessee 
and the 
Highway 
Commission of Missouri, Pat­ 
terson says. 
Following a meeting on thi 
m atter in Whitton’s office in 
Washington, two members of 
the 
Missouri 
Highway Com­ 
mission, 
the chief engineer, 


Marvin Snider; 
his assistant 
chief 
engineer, 
Dick Curry; 
Gordon Wright, Caruthersville, 
a member of the Bridge Com­ 
mission, and Patterson, com­ 
mission secretary, were hav­ 
ing a discussion of the prob­ 
lems 
confronting any group 
making such an extended ef­ 
fort, the booklet relates.

their cooperation, could result 
in final acceptance of the pro­ 
posal to link Missouri and Ten­ 
nessee with an Interstate route 
the report stated. 
It

necessary that such a proposal 
be kept confidential until all 
details could be worked out and 
Governor 
Dalton 
could have« 
time to make certain arrange­ 
ments and agreements. 
“ The proposal was that Mis­ 
souri 
would 
support Illinois 
relative to their desire to take 
the second place recommenda­ 
tions on the final location of an 
Interstate route designated as 
1-24, providing it met with the 
approval 
of the Governor of 
Kentucky and the Governor of 
Tennessee and further provid­ 
ing all four state Governors 
would support the petition be­ 
fore 
the 
Bureau 
of Public 
Roads placing a link between 
Tennessee and Missouri on the 
Interstate System.’’ 
The success Governor Dalton 
had in pushing the plan with the 
other three Governors is well 
known. 
While many prominent citizens 
of the region have worked un- 
stintingly on the bridge propos­ 
al 
over the years, it is this 
observer’s opinion, as well as 
that of many other residents of 
the Bootheel, that a lot of spe­ 
cial appreciation might be ex­ 
pressed to Pat Patterson, the 
commission 
secretary, who 
worked 
untiringly 
over the 
years, day and night, far beyond 
the call of salaried duty, on the 
program. Without this dedica­ 
tion to the bridge dream and a 
personal characteristic of not 
giving up the fight, even after a 
count of nine, the story may 
have ended differently.

BRUSSELS CAP) — Cabinet 
ministers of the six European 
Common Market nations met 
today in what could be a show­ 
down over the union’s plans for 
the Kennedy round of talks on 
leveling trade barriers. 
Common M a r k e t experts 
whipped into shape Friday night 
their recommendations for cut­ 
ting tariffs in half on 80 per 
cent of the area’s trade with the 
industrialized countries of the 
world. 
If the cabinet ministers from 
France, West Germany, Italy, 
Holland, Belgium and Luxem­ 
bourg, do not approve the ex­ 
perts’ list, they will have to ask 
for a month’s delay. The Kenne­ 
dy round opens in Geneva Mon­ 
day. 
The United States has an­ 
nounced it will have its list 
ready by the Monday deadline. 
Other major nations are expect­ 
ed to be ready also. 
Within the Common market 
the most difficult products to

Commission of Experts 
would be established to report 
on the feasibility and means, 
for the verified reduction and 
eventual elimination of nuclear 
weapons stockpiles.

categories 
and weapons de­ 
signed to counter such vehicles 
would be reduced to agreed 
levels by equitable aqd balanced 
steps; their production would be 
discontinued or limited; their 
testing would be limited or 
halted. 
Arms and armed forces would 
be reduced: 
The armed forces of the United 
States and the 
Soviet Union 
would be limited to 2.1 mil­ 
lion men each (with appropriate 
levels not exceeding that amount 
for other militarily significant 
states); levels of armaments 
would be correspondingly re­ 
duced 
and their 
production 
would be limited. 
An Experts Commission would 
be established to examine and 
report on the feasibility and 
means of accomplishing verifi­ 
able 
reduction and eventual 
elimination of all chemical, bio­ 
logical and radiological weap- 
pons. 
Peaceful use of outer space 
would be promoted: 
The placing or orbit or sta­ 
tioning in outer space of weap- 
pons capable of producing mass 
destruction would be prohibited. 
States would give advance noti­ 
fication of space vehicle and 
m issile launchings. 
U. N. peace-keeping powers 
would be strengthened: 
Measures would be taken to 
develop and strengthen United

establishment in Stage II of a 
permanent U. N. Peace Force. 
An International Disarmament 
Organization would be estab­ 
lished for effective verifica­ 
tion of the disarmament pro­

would certify to all states 
that 
agreed 
reductions have 
taken place and that retained 
forces and armaments do not 
exceed permitted levels. 
It would determine the transi­ 
tion from one stage to the next. 
States would be committed to 
other measures to reduce inter­ 
national tension and to protect 
against the chance of war by 
accident, 
miscalculation, or 
surprise attack: 
States would be committed to 
refrain from the threat or use 
of any type of armed force con­ 
trary to the principles of the 
U. N. Charter and to refrain 
from indirect aggression and 
subversion against any country.

Recommend 
Wider 
Training 


A Johns Hopkins medical 
team today urged wider train­ 
ing of laymen in the emergency 
techniques of closed chest heart 
massage and artificial respira­ 
tion. 
“ If more individuals are to 
be saved from heart attacks, 
drownings, and other forms of 
sudden death, it will be neces­ 
sary to train not only ambu­ 
lance and rescue crews, but 
also all who are interested 
in 
these 
emergency 
mea­ 
sures,” 
according to Robert 
J . Wilder, 
M.D., James R . 
Jude, MJ3n William B.Kouwen- 
hoven, Dr. Ing., and Martin 
C. McMahon, Baltimore. 
“ Over 
500,000 
people die 
every year from heart disease 
alone,” they wrote in the Jour­ 
nal of the American Medical 
Association. “ Many of these 
individuals could be saved if 
emergency 
cardiopulmonary 
resuscitative maneuvers could 
be instituted at the scene and at 
the instant cardiac and res­ 
piratory actvity cease.” 
Their opinion was based on 
a study of 153 resuscitations 
performed by the ambulance 
service of the Baltimore City 
Fire Department between Nov. 
22, 1961, and March 19, 1964. 
TTie study revealed that there 
was an interval ranging from 7 
to 20 minutes between the time 
an emergency call was received 
and the ambulance arrived at 
the scene. 
Of the 153 patients, 101 were 
dead on arrival at the hospital 
or after one hour of additional 
resuscitative efforts. 
“ In many of these cases. . . 
patient’s history when obtain­ 
able revealed the impossibility 


of success,” the authors said. 
Fifteen patients recovered 
spontaneously after resuscita­ 
tive efforts and suffered no ill 
effects as a result of the pro­ 
cedures, they reported. 


“ What the 
outcome would 
have been if resuscitation was 
not instituted cannot be deter- 
mined,” they said. “ In several 
cases, however, it very def­ 
initely appears that the institu­ 
tion of mouth-to-mouth breath­ 
ing and closed chest cardiac 
compression was life-saving.” 
Forty-two autopsies revealed 
three to six rib fractures in 
five patients, but in none was 
there lung damage. 


TTie study also showed that 
the most frequent cause of the 
collapse was heart disease in 
7 5 patients, followed by respira­ 
tory problems in 23, and injury 
in 13. Six of the 15 survivors 
had a heart condition. 
The age of the 153 patients 
ranged from 
9 weeks to 91 
years, as did the age of the 15 
survivors. Five of the surviv­ 
ors were aged 71, 73, 76, 87 
and 91. 
The 73 men of the ambulance 
force were instructed by staff 
members of the Johns Hopkins 
Hospital and the Baltimore City 
Hospitals. They were given a 
three-hour course of lectures 
and films, followed by an hour 
of individual instruction. In ad­ 
dition, they served 32 hours in 
the emergency room and 
re ­ 
covery room of Baltimore City 
Hospitals. The training was re­ 
inforced at six-month intervals 
by lectures, demonstrations, 
and practice with a manikin.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — An 
explosive labor battle with a 
short fuse is sizzling in the 
wings of the new Congress. 
The fight is expected to flare 
up soon after Congress meets in 
January. It could be the hottest 
labor battle since the 1959 Con­ 
gress cracked down on union 
racketeering with the Landrum- 
Griffin Act. 
The 
issue is simple. Or­ 
ganized labor wants to repeal 
one short paragraph in federal 
labor law that directly affects 
every union 
in America and 
about one-third of the nation's 
approximately 70 million work­ 
ers. 
The paragraph — Section 14B 
of the 1947 Taft-Hartley Act — 
permits states to outlaw union 
shop 
labor 
contracts under 
which every worker must join 
the union. Twenty states have 
outlawed them. TTiey are legal 
in the 30 other states. 
Jubilant labor leaders have 
been waiting 18 years for the 
fight time to light the fuse in 
Congress to wipe out the 20 
state 
“ right-to-work" 
laws. 
They're in no mood to wait. 
They think the hefty new Demo­ 
cratic majority makes repeal of 
14B a cinch. 
George Meany, president of 
the 13 • million • member A FL- 
CIO, has tagged it labor's No. 1 
goal in Congress in 1965. Even 
unions that don't get along with 
the big federation agree. 
Labor spokesmen predict a 
fast, short, hot fight in which 
“ we expect to be victorious.'' 
Opponents are led by the Na­ 
tional Right-to-Work Commit­ 
tee. Even before union leaders 
made their move, the commit­ 
tee said: “ The hierarchy of or- 
ganized labor is trying to take a 
giant step toward their admitted 
goal of forcing every employed 
person in the nation to pay a 
union boss for the privilege of 
working.'' 
The committee is also talking 
about court action if labor wins. 
In pressing for repeal, labor 
will be trying to collect on a 
four-year-old Democratic cam­ 
paign promise. It was written 
into the Democratic platform in 
1960 as well as 1964, but until 
now labor didn't have the politi­ 
cal muscle in the House to force 
the issue. 
What makes labor so confi­ 
dent is that the new Congress 
will have a majority of labor- 
backed members in the House 
for the first time.

All Its Plants 
DETROIT (AP) — Ford Mo- 
tor Co. studied its next move 
today in a parts-shortage situa- 
tion which it says could lead to 
a system-wide shutdown of its 
90 plants by the end of the week. 
Approximately 
58,000 
of 
Ford's 160,000 employes re­ 
mained idle in strikes or layoffs 
at factories across the country 
as negotiations continued with 
the United Auto Workers Union. 
Licluded were 16,700workers 
affected by local-plant strikes 
which were reduced to five over 
the weekend. 
Ford, blaming a car-parts 
shortage from key manufactur­ 
ing plants, laid off 34,000 men 
last week. At that time a string 
of local-plant strikes was idling 
24,100 workers. 
Both company and union ex­ 
pressed hope that all the strikes 
could be settled before a sched­ 
uled meeting between manage­ 
ment and the UAW's national 
bargaining committee Thurs­ 
day. 
The union ordered its national 
Ford committee to Detroit to 
assist in negotiations after top- 
level talks had produced no 
agreements. 
Local agreements at the plant 
level supplement the national 
agreement between Ford and 
the UAW, which was reached 
Sept. 18. The present local 
strikes began Nov. 6. 


Two weekend settlements, at 
the Sheffield, Ala., aluminum 
foundry 
and 
the 
Chicago 
Heights, 111., stamping plant, 
left five disputes remaining in 
the 
interlocking 
nationwide 
plant system of the country's 
second -largest automobile pro­ 
ducer. 


The unsettled disputes were at 
two 
car and truck-assembly 
plants in Wayne, Mich., parts 
plants at Ypsilanti and in Michi­ 
gan's Sterling Township, and 
the 
Buffalo, 
N.Y., stamping 
plant.

Fear for 
28 Lives 
Aboard 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. AP - 
Wreckage of a propjet air­ 
liner which disappeared in a 
swirling snowstorm Sunday 
night with 28 persons atioard 
was sighted shortly after 
dawn today on a mountain 
peak about 16 miles south­ 
west of here, searchers re ­ 
ported. 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP)— A 
propjet airliner with 28 persons 
aboard 
disappeared 
Sunday 
night in a desert snowstorm 
south of Las Vegas. An airline 
official said, “ We must assume 
the plane is down." 
A motorist told sheriff's offi­ 
cers he saw the twin-engine 
plane skimming the ground on a 
whirl of snow eight miles south 
of the city. 
The Fairchild F27, Bonanza 
Airline's Flight 114 from Phoe­ 
nix, 
Arix., was three minutes 
from a landing at McCarran 
Field when it vanished from the 
radar screen at 8:27 p.m. 
The plane was heading north­ 
east, dropping down into the 
mountain-rimmed 
Las Vegas • 
valley for an instrument land­ 
ing. 
Sheriff's officers said Bob 
Baker, a Las Vegas man, told 
them: “ I was driving on High­ 
way 91 between 8 and 8:30 p.m. 
when I saw a Bonanza plane, 70 
to 100 feet off the ground, head­ 
ing southeast. There were no 
landing lights on. One landing 
gear was down." 
B aker's location was about 
where the plane was last sight­ 
ed on radar but his sighting 
gave the plane a different direc­ 
tion: south instead of north. 
Sheriffs jeeps and squad cars 
gathered on Highway 91 — the 
road between Los Angeles and 
Las Vegas — near the railroad- 
siding 
settlement of Arden, 
where Baker said he had seen 
the plane. 
The season’s first snow was 
falling heavily as the search 
was 
launched. Soon a f t e r 
the F27 disappeared McCarran 
Field was closed to traffic. An­ 
other 
Bonanza 
plane, Flight 
104, landed north of the city at 
Nellis Air Force Base. 
Six to eight inches of snow 
covered the open desert country 
near Arden, and higher drifts 
stalled 
many 
rescue • party 
cars. 
The highway and the railroad 
run through the bottom of the 4,- 
500-foot-high valley, which is 
within sight of the neon glow of 
the Las Vegas strip to the north. 
Most of the valley is open coun­ 
try where a plane could possibly 
survive a forced landing. 
Not many miles away on the 
east and west are mountains. 
On the west, in the Clark Moun­ 
tains, slopes climb steeply to 8,- 
504-foot Potosi Mountain. To 
the east foothills rise to 5,000- 
foot heights. 
Bonanza officials hoped at 
first the plane might have been 
flown to another field after its 
pilot somehow lost radio com­ 
munications. The plane carried 
enough fuel to keep it aloft until 
11 p.m. 
Soon after that Myron Reyn- 
olds, Bonanza's vice president 
in charge of operations, told 
newsmen: “ The fuel point has 
been passed. We must assume 
the plane is down. We just don't 
know where."

Waggoner, 
Superintendent of the M issouri 
Highway Patrol, says the Patrol 
will conduct an Adult Driver 
Improvement School In Jeffer­ 
son City on December 8, 1964, 
as a pilot 
study for a long 
range driver improvt ment pro­ 
gram which will lie activated 
state-w ide early in 1965. 
Colonel 
Waggoner said that 
during 
1964 Patrol research 
and studies began indicating 
an 
increased 
incompatibility 
atw e en the growing use of the 
m otor vehicle and the bad driv­ 
ing of untrained drivers. 
“ It hasn't been many years 
ago," Colonel Waggoner said, 
“ when a driver could make a 
great many driving e rro rs lre- 
fore the coincidence of other 
vehicles would create the in­ 
evitable accident situation. With 
.o u r ever increasing traffic and 
congestion on our highways, it 
is becoming more and more 
difficult to escape involvement 
In an accident when driving 
e rro rs are made.

UNFAIR TAXES 
Now that the election is out 
of the way, Congressmen and 
Senators old and new, will be 
listening to their constituents 
about what kinds of legislation 
they should ham mer together 
in the two years to come. 
Nothing is closer to the hearts 
of constituencies 
than taxes, 
which must be paid by every 
taxpayer as his prim e obliga­ 
tion over the damands of all 
creditors and even the needs 
of his own family. 
The whole tax system of the * 
nation now is open to change. 
The last Congress drastically 
reduced income tax rates under 
a philosophy that there can be 
more revenue from lower rates 
when it becomes evident that 
the rates themselves are slow­ 
ing down economic activity. 
And also during the last s e s­ 
sion Congress began a review 
of excise tax rates, many of 
which were placed on specific 
item s in wartime for the main 
purpose of discouraging people - 
from buying or using them . 


The result has been that cer­ 
tain Industries have been un­ 
naturally kept from their full 
potential during peacetim e, and 
Congress will be wise to change 
this. 
There is another area of taxa­ 
tion which needs attention, and 
that is the double taxation of 
corporation incomes. Perhaps, 
once upon a time, corporations 
were the property of the coun­ 
try ’s fat cats, but no longer. 
About 
13 million Americans 
have invested their savings in 
stocks, and most of these are 
people of modest means. The 
rest of us depend on corporate 
dividends to make our insurance 
policies grow in value, to keep 
tuition fees down in endowed 
colleges, to keep medical bills 
as low as possible in endowed 
hospitals, and in many other 
ways. 
When a 
corporation 
earns 
money, it is taxed. Then the 
sam e money is taxed again as 
dividends when 
the share­ 
holders get it. In this way, 
the taxes on dividend income 
nearly always exceed half the 
earnings 
by 
a considerable 
amount. 
No 
other 
income is taxed 
twice like that. 
Congress should begin a study 
of this double taxation, which is 
not only unfair but a hindr nee 
to the growth of the economy.

Russell of Georgia, the sedate 
southern Solon, took a junket 
to Europe last month which 
may have major political r e ­ 
verberations. 
Officially Russell was inspect­ 
ing U. S. m ilitary bases in w est­ 
ern Europe, which as c h a ir­ 
man of the Senate Armed S e r­ 
vices Committee, he has a right 
to do, though these bases have 
been inspected repeatedly both 
by Defense Department officials 
and other visiting congressm en 
in the past. 
Unofficially 
and 
m ore im ­ 
portant, however, the Russell 
trip was made just at the tim e 
his old friend Lyndon Johnson 
was pleading desperately for 
southern votes and especially 
trying to carry the state of 
Georgia. The President even 
sent his wife on a w histle-stop 
tour through Georgia. 


However, the most powerful 
politician in Georgia was ab­ 
sent, touring Europe at the 
taxpayers’ expense. 
He planned his trip with ex ­ 
pert timing, just when his ab ­ 
sence from the political scene 
would count most. On Oct. 14, 
a few days after Lady Bird had 
pleaded for votes in Georgia, 
Russell 
flew 
to

as and corralled the votes to 
make him Senate Democratic 


leader. Two years later, when 
Lyndon wanted to run for the

for 
President, it was Dick Russell 
whom 
he 
phoned to come to 
Chicago and handle his cam ­ 
paign.

was the gentleman 
from 
Georgia who was behind those

This explains the close bond 
between the man who became 
President and the Senator who 
has exerted great power over 
him and over the southern bloc.

Friends of the President say 
this was a great blessing, that 
Dick Russell did LBJ a great 
favor. For no longer need he 
feel obligated to the man who 
has so strongly influenced him 
in the past.

New York: — On the 19th 
floor of a midtown skyscrap­ 
e r here the other day world 
communism 
l o s t

skirm ish and a major battle. 
The tiny fray concerned two 
Russian jazz musicians, B oris 
Midney, saxophonist, and Igor 
B erukshtis, bass player, who 
had defected in Tokyo from the 
Soviet Estrada orchestra. They 
eluded 
the 
U M M M . 
secret 
police and on Nov. 5 turned up 
"in the headquarters of the A m er- 1 
ican Federation of Musicians 
(.AFM) here, a union which of­ 
ficially bans Communists. 
But the musical duo had re- 
nounced Marxism and applied 
for U.S. citizenship. Now they 
will play the freedom circuit 
as AFM m em bers. 
What happened to the saxo­ 
phonist and the bass fiddler in 
microcosm reflected the a sp ir­ 
ations of a number of men who, 
on the same day, in the sam e 
headquarters, declared global 
war on the Sino«Soviet propa­ 
ganda apparatus. This sim ple 
opening of hostilities was, in 
effect, the battle lost by the 
united Communists of 
t h e 
world. 
Now the leaders of the en­ 
tertainm ent unions of the free 
world are 
united for the first 
tim e on an international front. 
Under the chairmanship of 
AFM president Herman Kenin, 
who no longer needs to be de­ 
scribed as Jim mie P etrillo 's 
successor, leaders of free un­ 
ions of many lands met as an 
organizing team . 
They prepared for a form al 
session in B russels in March 
1965, when they will officially 
launch the first global en ter­ 
tainment union. It will exclude 
Communists 
and 
Communist 
unions now operating in Iron 
Curtain lands and Yugoslavia. 
Furtherm ore, it will also ex­ 
clude any free nation union 
which has any relations w i t h 
Communist unions. 
Thus, for the first time the 
Sino • Soviet bloc propagandists 
and their fellow traveling ac­ 
to rs, w riters, producers, TV 
people, cameramen and tech­ 
nicians, who have great influ­ 
ence in B ritish, French, Ital.

Boo thee I Beat

Because of lim ited tim e, the 
complete story of how the pro­ 
posed bridge across the Mis­ 
sissippi River near C aruthers- 
ville finally received inclusion 
in the Interstate Highway Sy­ 
stem program , 
assuring its 
construction, after all other ef­ 
forts had failed, was not brought 
out in talks at the Appreciation 
Day celebration in C aruthers- 
ville. 
This information was given in 
detail in a booklet titled “ His­ 
tory of the Tennessee-M issouri 
Bridge Com m ission,” prepared 
by J. F, Patterson, secretary 
of the commission since its 
organization. A copy of the 
booklet was placed at each plate 
at the Appreciation Day dinner, 
attended by 600 people. Because 
of the importance of the bridge 
project to this region, parts of 
this booklet should be amplified 
so that additional Bootheel re si­ 
dents may have the information. 
Why wasn’t it possible to get 
the bridge built several years 
ago after a plan was finally 
developed with which it could 
be built, with the coope ration of 
state and federal agencies, and 
operated as a toll bridge? Pat­ 
terson’s booklet answ ers that 
question: 
“ . . .This seem ed to assure us 
of adequate financing for the 
bridge. We appeared before the 
M issouri Highway Commission 
the next week and secured from 
them the assurance that they 
would enter into such an agree­ 
ment provided we secured the 
sam e assurance from Tennes­ 
see. We had a meeting of the 
Bridge Commission two days 
later and requested Tennessee 
m em bers of the Bridge Com­ 
m ission to secure an audience 
tefore 
the highway com m is­ 
sioner and governor of Tennes­ 
see, but the project was turned 
down by Tennessee m em bers of 
the Bridge Commission who re ­ 
fused to accept the site which 
had been approved. 
“ Only one of five m em bers 
then of the Bridge Commission 
from Tennessee voted for our 
proposal. . .We, therefore, were 
not able to secure adoption of 
this proposed financing plan. 
This was the beginning of plans 
lor discontinuing 
the 
ferry 
operation (taken over at Tipton- 
ville som etim e before to fi­ 
nance 
Bridge 
Commission 
operations) for it appeared to 
be futile to accom plish any­ 
thing at all.” Note; The “ ac­ 
cepted site” referred to here 
was the one northwest of the 
C aruthersville city lim its near 
the 
Powell’s 
F erry landing 
which had been approved by the 
U. S. Corps of Engineers. 
After this setback, it appeared 
that the 
bridge commission 
would te unable to get the 
project under construction on 
its own, and that is when the 
possibility of having it included 
in the Interstate Highway Sy­ 
stem began to be explored. 
The 
bridge commission had 
supported Sen. Albert Gore of 
Tennessee 
in 
his efforts to 
secure an additional 2,500 miles 
of Interstate highway over the 
original 40,000 m iles of the pro­ 
gram , but this resulted in only 
1,000 m iles being added. While 
chances appeared slim of hav­ 
ing any part of this extra m ile­ 
age assigned to linking original­ 
ly program ed interstate high­ 
ways in eastern M issouri and 
w estern 
Tennessee 
with 
a 
bridge across the riv er near 
C aruthersville, an application 
was filed anyway with the feder­ 
al 
interstate highway agency 
in Washington, headed by Rex 
Whitton, form er chief engineer 
of the M issouri Highway 
De­ 


partm ent. This had the approval 
of the highway com m issioner of 
Tennessee 
and the 
Highway 
Com mission of M issouri, Pat­ 
terson says. 
Following a meeting on th< 
m atter in Whitton’s office in 
Washington, 
tw'o m em bers of 
the 
M issouri 
Highway Com­ 
m ission, 
the chief engineer, 


Marvin Snider; 
his assistant 
chief 
engineer, 
Dick C urry; 
Gordon Wright, Caruthersville, 
a m em ber of the Bridge Com­ 
m ission, and Patterson, com­ 
m ission secretary, were hav­ 
ing a discussion of the prob- ' 
lem s 
confronting 
any group 
making such an extended ef­ 
fort, the booklet relates. 
“ M r. Snider 
then 
gave the 
solution to the financing prob­ 
lem s in one proposal that Gov­ 
ernor John M. Dalton, who has 
always been a strong support­ 
e r and booster of the bridge 
project, would present a plan to 
the governors of Illinois, Ken­ 
tucky and Tennessee which, with 
their cooperation, could result 
in final acceptance of the pro­ 
posal to link M issouri and Ten­ 
nessee with an Interstate route 
the report stated. 
It 
was 
necessary that such a proposal 
be kept confidential until all 
details could be worked out and 
Governor 
Dalton 
could have< 
time to make certain arrange­ 
m ents and agreem ents. 
“ The proposal was that Mis­ 
souri 
would 
support Hlinois 
relative to their desire to take 
the second place recommenda­ 
tions on the final location of an 
Interstate route designated as 
1-24, providing it met with the 
approval 
of the Governor of 
Kentucky and the Governor of 
Tennessee and further provid­ 
ing all four state Governors 
would support the petition lie- 
fore 
the 
Bureau 
of Public 
Roads placing a link between 
Tennessee and M issouri on the 
Interstate System .” 
The success Governor Dalton 
had in pushing the plan with the 
other three Governors is well 
know’n. 
While many prominent citizens 
of the region have worked un- 
stintingly on the bridge propos­ 
al 
over 
the years, it is this 
observer’s opinion, as well as 
that of many other residents of 
the Bootheel, that a lot of spe­ 
cial appreciation might l>e ex­ 
pressed to Pat Patterson, the 
com m ission 
secretary, 
who 
worked 
untiringly 
over the 
years, day and night, far beyond 
the call of salaried duty, on the 
program . Without this dedica­ 
tion to the bridge dream and a 
personal characteristic of not 
giving up the fight, even after a 
count of nine, the story may 
have ended differently.

Bootheel Beat

Because of limited tim e, the 
complete story of how the pro­ 
posed bridge across the Mis­ 
sissippi River near C aruthers­ 
ville finally received inclusion 
in the Interstate Highway Sy­ 
stem program, 
assuring its 
construction, after all o th eref- 
forts had failed, was not brought 
out in talks at the Appreciation 
Day celebration in C aruthers­ 
ville. 
This information was given in 
detail in a booklet titled “ His­ 
tory of the Tennessee-M issouri 
Bridge C om m ission/’ prepared 
by J. F. Patterson, secretary 
of the commission since its 
organization. A copy of the 
booklet was placed at each plate 
at the Vppreciation Day dinner, 
attended by 600 people. Because 
of the importance of the bridge 
project to this region, parts of 
this lK>oklet should be am plified 
so that additional Bootheel re si­ 
dents may have the Information. 
Why wasn’t it possible to get 
the bridge built several years 
ago after a plan was finally 
developed with which it could 
be built, with the cooperation of 
state and federal agencies, and 
operated as a toll bridge? Pat­ 
terson’s lx>oklet answ ers that 
question; 
“ . . .This seemed to assure us 
of adequate financing for the 
bridge. We appeared before the 
M issouri Highway Commission 
the next week and secured from 
them the assurance that they 
would enter into such an agree­ 
ment provided we secured the 
sam e assurance from Tennes­ 
see. We had a meeting of the 
Bridge Commission two days 
la ter and requested Tennessee 
m em bers of the Bridge Com­ 
mission to secure an audience 
l>efore the highway com m is­ 
sioner and governor ot Tennes­ 
see*, but the project was turned 
down by Tennessee m em bers of 
the Bridge Commission who re ­ 
fused to accept the site which 
had teen approved. 
“ Only one of five m em bers 
then of the Bridge Commission 
from Tennessee voted for our 
proposal. ..W e, therefore, were 
not able to secure adoption of 
this proposed financing plan. 
This was the beginning of plans 
tor discontinuing 
the 
ferry 
operation (taken over at Tipton­ 
ville sometime before to fi­ 
nance 
Bridge 
Commission 
operations) for it appeared to 
be 
futile to accomplish any­ 
thing at all.” Note; The “ ac­ 
cepted site” referred to here 
was the one northwest of the 
C aruthersville city lim its near 
the 
Powell’s 
F erry landing 
which had been approved by the 
U. S. Corps of Engineers. 
After this setback, it appeared 
that the 
bridge com m ission 
would be unable to get 
the 
project under construction on 
its own, and that is when the 
possibility of having it included 
in the Interstate Highway Sy­ 
stem tegan to be explored. 
The bridge commission had 
supported Sen. Albert Gore of 
Tennessee 
in 
his efforts to 
secure an additional 2,500 m iles 
of Interstate highway over the 
original 40,000 miles of the pro­ 
gram , but this resulted in only 
1,000 m iles being added. While 
chances appeared slim of hav­ 
ing any part of this extra m ile­ 
age assigned to linking original­ 
ly program ed interstate high­ 
ways in eastern M issouri and 
w estern 
Tennessee 
with 
a 
bridge across the river near 
C aruthersville, an application 
w as filed anyway with the feder­ 
al 
interstate highway agency 
in Washington, headed by Rex 
Whitton, form er chief engineer 
of the M issouri Highway 
De­ 


partm ent. This had the approval 
of the highway com m issioner of 
Tennessee 
and the 
Highway 
Com mission of M issouri, Pat­ 
terson says. 
Following a meeting on the 
m atter in Whitton's office in 
Washington, 
two m em bers of 
the 
M issouri 
Highway Com­ 
m ission, 
the chief engineer, 


Marvin Snider; 
his assistant 
chief 
engineer, 
Dick Curry; 
Gordon Wright, Caruthersville, 
a member of flu* Bridge Com­ 
mission, and Patterson, com­ 
mission secretary, were hav­ 
ing a discussion of the prob- 
lems 
confronting 
any group 
making such an extended ef­ 
fort, the booklet relates. 
“ Mr. Snider 
then 
gave the 
solution to the financing prob­ 
lems in one proposal that Gov­ 
ernor John M. Dalton, who has 
always been a strong support­ 
e r and liooster of the bridge 
project, would present a plan to 
the governors of Illinois, Ken­ 
tucky and Tennessee which, with 
their cooperation, could result 
in final acceptance of the pro­ 
posal to link M issouri and Ten­ 
nessee with an Interstate route 
the report stated. 
It 
was 
necessary that such a pro{>osal 
be kept confidential until all 
details could be worked out and 
Governor 
Dalton 
could have< 
time to make certain arrange­ 
ments and agreem ents. 
“ The proposal was that Mis­ 
souri 
would 
supixirt Illinois 
relative to their desire to take 
the second place recommenda­ 
tions on the final location of an 
Interstate route designated as 
1-24, providing it met with the 
approval 
of the Governor of 
Kentucky and the Governor of 
Tennessee and further provid­ 
ing all four state Governors 
would support the petition lie- 
fore 
the 
Bureau 
of Public 
Roads placing a link between 
Tennessee and M issouri on the 
Interstate System .” 
The success Governor Dalton 
had in pushing the plan with the 
other three Governors is well 
known. 
While many prominent citizens 
of the region have worked un­ 
stintingly on the bridge propos­ 
al 
over 
the years, it is this 
observer’s opinion, as well as 
that of many other residents of 
the Bootheel, that a lot of spe­ 
cial appreciation might lie ex­ 
pressed to Pat Patterson, the 
commission 
secretary , 
who 
worked 
untiringly 
over the 
years, day and night, far beyond 
the call of salaried duty, on the 
program . Without this dedica­ 
tion to the bridge dream and a 
personal characteristic of not 
giving up the fight, even after a 
count of nine, the story may 
have ended differently.

Recommend

—A Johns Hopkins medical 
team today urged wider train­ 
ing of laymen in the emergency 
techniques of closed chest heart 
m assage and artificial respira­ 
tion. 
"If more individuals are to 
be saved from heart attacks, 
drownings, and other form s of 
sudden death, it will be neces­ 
sary to train not only ambu­ 
lance and rescue crews, but 
also all who are interested 
in 
these 
emergency 
mea­ 
su res,’ ’ 
according to Robert 
J . 
Wilder, 
M.D., Jam es R. 
Jude, M J)., William B.Kouwen- 
hoven, Dr. Ing., and Martin 
C. McMahon, Baltimore. 
"O ver 
500,000 
people die 
every year from heart disease 
alone," they wrote in the Jour­ 
nal of the American Medical 
Association. "Many of these 
individuals could be saved if 
emergency 
cardiopulmonary 
resuscitative maneuvers could 
be instituted at the scene andat 
the instant cardiac and res­ 
piratory actvity ce a se ." 
Their opinion was based on 
a study of 153 resuscitations 
performed by the ambulance 
service of the Baltimore City 
Fire Department between Nov. 
22, 1961, and March 19, 1964. 
The study revealed that there 
was an interval ranging from 7 
to 20 minutes between the time 
an emergency call was received 
and the ambulance arrived at 
the scene. 
Of the 153 patients, 101 were 
dead on arrival at the hospital 
or after one hour of additional 
resuscitative efforts. 
"In many of these cases. . . 
patient's history when obtain­ 
able revealed the impossibility 


of su c c e ss," the authors said. 
Fifteen 
patients recovered 
spontaneously after resuscita­ 
tive efforts and suffered no ill 
effects a s a result of the pro­ 
cedures, they reported. 


"What 
the 
outcome would 
have been if resuscitation was 
not instituted cannot be deter­ 
m ined," they said. "In several 
cases, 
however, it very def­ 
initely appears that the institu­ 
tion of mouth-to-mouth breath­ 
ing and closed chest cardiac 
compression was life-saving." 
Forty-two autopsies revealed 
three to six rib fractures in 
five patients, but in none was 
there lung damage. 


Hie study also showed that 
the most frequent cause of the 
collapse was heart disease in 
75 patients, followed by respira­ 
tory problems in 23, and injury 
in 13. Six of the 15 survivors 
had a heart condition. 


The age of the 153 patients 
ranged 
from 
9 weeks 
to 91 
years, as did the age of the 15 
survivors. Five of the surviv­ 
ors were aged 71, 73, 76, 87 
and 91. 


The 73 men of the ambulance 
force were instructed by staff 
members of the Johns Hopkins 
Hospital and the Baltimore City 
Hospitals. They were given a 
three-hour course of lectures 
and film s, followed by an hour 
of individual instruction. In ad­ 
dition, they served 32 hours in 
the emergency room and 
re­ 
covery room of Baltimore City 
Hospitals. The training was re­ 
inforced at six-month intervals 
by 
lectures, demonstrations, 
and practice with a manikin.

—A Johns Hopkins medical 
team today urged wider train ­ 
ing of laymen in the em ergency 
techniques of closed chest heart 
m assage and artificial re s p ira ­ 
tion. 
"If m ore individuals are to 
lie saved from heart attacks, 
drownings, and other form s of 
sudden death, it will be neces­ 
sary to train not only ambu­ 
lance and rescue crew s, but 
also all 
who a re interested 
in 
these 
emergency 
mea- 
su re s ,” 
according to Rolaert 
J . 
Wilder, 
MJD., Jam es R. 
Jude, MUJ., William B.Kouwen- 
hoven, 
Dr. 
lug., and Martin 
C. McMahon, Baltimore. 
“ Over 
500,000 
people die 
every year from heart disease 
alone,” they wrote in the Jo u r­ 
nal of the American Medical 
A ssociation. 
“ Many of these 
individuals could be saved if 
em ergency 
cardiopulmonary 
resuscitative maneuvers could 
be instituted at the scene and at 
the instant cardiac and r e s ­ 
pirato ry actvity cease ” 
T heir opinion was based on 
a study of 153 resuscitations 
perform ed by the ambulance 
service of the Baltim ore City 
F ire Department between Nov. 
22, 1961, and March 19, 1964. 
Tile study revealed th.it there 
was an interval ranging from 7 
to 20 minutes between the time 
an em ergency call was received 
and the ambulance arriv ed at 
the scene. 
Of the 153 patients, 101 w ere 
dead on a rriv al at the hospital 
o r after one hour of additional 
resuscitative efforts. 
“ In many of these cases. . . 
patient's history when obtain­ 
able revealed the impossibility 


of su c cess,” the authors said. 
Fifteen 
patients 
recovered 
spontaneously after re su sc ita ­ 
tive efforts and suffered no ill 
effects as a result of the pro­ 
cedures, they reported. 


“ What 
the 
outcome would 
have lieen if resuscitation was 
not instituted cannot l>e d e ter­ 
mined,” they said. “ In several 
ca se s, 
however, it very def­ 
initely appears that the institu­ 
tion of mouth-to-mouth breath­ 
ing and closed chest cardiac 
com pression was life-saving.*' 
Forty-two autopsies revealed 
th ree to six rib fractures in 
five patients, but in none was 
there lung damage. 


Tile study also showed that 
the most frequent cause of the 
collapse was heart disease in 
75 patients, followed by re s p ira ­ 
tory problem s in 23, and injury 
in 13. Six of the 15 survivors 
had a heart condition. 


The age of the 153 patients 
ranged 
from 
9 weeks 
to 91 
y ears, as did the age of the 15 
su rviv ors. Five of the surviv­ 
o rs were aged 71, 73, 76, 87 
and 91. 


The 73 men of the ambulance 
force w ere instructed by staff 
m em bers of the Johns Hopkins 
Hospital and the Baltim ore City 
Hospitals. They were given a 
three-hour course of lectures 
and film s, followed by an hour 
of individual instruction. In ad­ 
dition, they served 32 hours in 
the em ergency room and 
r e ­ 
covery room of Baltim ore City 
Hospitals. The training was re­ 
inforced at six-month intervals 
by 
lectures, demonstrations, 
and practice with a manikin.
